DENNIS P. GALLON AS PRESIDENT 


Palm Beach Community College 
held its regular monthly meeting of 
the District Board May 14 at Central 
Campus. The selection of a new pres¬ 
ident was the key item on the agen¬ 
da. 

Last week, the presidential-candidate 
field was narrowed to three persons 
with the withdrawal of one of the 
four finalists. From the three remain¬ 
ing candidates, trustees selected 
Dennis P. Gallon as Palm Beach 
Community College’s fourth presi¬ 
dent. They stated that he was a per¬ 
fect fit for Palm Beach Community 
College. Gallon’s exact starting date 
is dependent upon negotiation of a 
contract for the position. 

Dennis P. Gallon brings a wealth of 
experience to this position. He has 
been president of the Kent Campus 
at Florida Community College in 
Jacksonville since 1993. Additional¬ 
ly, he has served as FCCJ’s associate 
vice president of instruction, district 
dean of liberal arts and sciences, 
campus dean of liberal arts and sci¬ 
ences, dean of occupational, adult 
and continuing education and cam¬ 
pus business manager. He began his 
tenure in the community college sys¬ 
tem as a business instructor. 

Gallon earned a Ph.D. and Ed.S. de¬ 
gree from the University of Florida, a 
master of science degree from 
Indiana University, Bloomington, 
and a bachelor of science degree 
from Edward Waters College, 
Jacksonville. 

Gallon, a Florida native, was born in 
Monticello, Florida, which is near 
Tallahassee. He is 56 years old and is 
single. 

Additionally, College presentations 
included an introduction of new Phi 
Theta Kappa officers and an update 
on the PTIC International Conven¬ 


tion by Central Campus Senior 
Instructor Allen Hamlin, who serves 
as chapter adviser. In international 
competition of over 1,100 chapters, 
the Central Campus Phi Theta 
Kappa chapter was rated 10th in 
service activities and tied for 20th in 
all areas of chapter activities. 

Hamlin, who also serves as the PTK 
regional coordinator for the state of 
Florida, announced that Florida was 
recognized as one of the top three re¬ 
gions in the nation. 

In another presentation before the 
board. Dr. Patricia Dyer, vice presi¬ 
dent for academic affairs, presented 
the 1997 Teachers of Excellence. 
This year’s recipients included:
